Pastor There Five Years. 

The Rev. Dr. Fosdick has been 
asosciate pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church for five years. Not 
until two years ago, however, did 
his voicing of liberal modernist 
views arouse the wide opposition 


which began demanding that the 
local church oust him and ended 
by proposing him for trial before 
the General Assembly on heresy 
charges. 

The Presbytery of Philadelphia, 
which forced the ultimate decision 
of the assembly, led those who at- 
tacked the Fev. Dr. Fosdick’s ser- 
mon, “Shall the Fundamentalists 
Win?” and his preachments ques- 
tioning the divinity of Christ and 
the doctrine of the immaculate 
conception. 

Time after time the local church 
voted confidence in its pastor. 
Other churches came to his de- 
fense; college students memorial- 
ized the General Assembly to dis- 
regard attacks upo nhim: laymen, 
elders and ministers all over the 
country became aligned with the 
two opposing forces: the contro- 
versy became international and 
called forth opinions from high 
churchmen across the sea. But the 
pastor continued preaching his lib- 
eral doctrines. On the lecture plat- 
form he called the controversy “a 
pitiable affair.” 

The General Assembly at Indi- 
anapolis in 1923 adopted « resolu- 
tion of “censure” directed against 
him.

Citizens Called Upon to 
Open Their Homes. to 
Visitors—Ceremonies Be- 
gin With Parade. 


MANY DISTINGUISHED 
MISSOURIANS ATTEND 


2000 Persons to Take Part 
in Production Depicting 
Historical Events Asso- 
ciated With Missouri.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 6-— 
{magine a back-drop of limestone 
and marble 437 feet long and 90 
feet high, beset with 24 massive 
pillars, and you will have an idea

tonight a pageant of 95 episodes 
and 2000 roles in honor of the ded- 
ication of the Missouri State Cap- 
itol—that transplantation of the 
architecture of ancient Corinth 
which rises like a miraculous ex- 
alation from the mud flats of the 
Missouri River. 

As early as yesterday morning 
hotel accommodations were eéx- 
hausted, and citizens were called 
upon to open their homes to dut-of- 
town visitors. The real invasion 
began this morning, with the ar- 
rival of streams of automobiles on 
every road and a number of epécial 
trains. It was expected that, for 
one day, this town of 18,000 would 
virtually double its population. 

The town was awakened this 
morning by the crash of band 


music and the tramp of soldiery. | 


Although there was aie. slight 
sprinkle at 8 a. m. and the tem- 
perature was chilly enough to 
make topcoats comfortable, the 
streets began to be filled early with 
carnival crowds, crowds of Mis- 
sourlans flocking to pay homage 
to their classic Capitol and wonder 
at its treasures of painting and 
sculpture. During the night flags 
and bunting were flung out above 
the thoroughfares. 

With the Scott Field army dirig- 
ible TC-5 roaring in the sky and 
military airplanes seeming barely 
to shave the tops or trees as they 
whirled above the line of march, 
the parade opening the dedication 
ceremonies started at 11:37 a. m.

At this early period, Dawes ex- 
hibited all the traits which have 
become familiar since, his divided 
interest between bustness and poll- 
tics, his restlessness, his emotional- 
ism, his warm-heartedness, his im- 
pulse toward art, his love of music. 


Career Behind Him. 

I have said that he had an 
artist bottled up in him, as a way 
of explaining his instability, his 
emotional oufbursts, his seeking 
constantly for some other satisfac- 
tion than that afforded by a great 
business success. If one may be- 
lieve his friends, his virtuosity in 
music exceeds that of the mechan- 
ically well-trained player of the 
violin and piano. By the time he 
was Comptroller of the Currency, 
however, he had put by him what- 
ever inclination there was for a 
career so unconventional for the 
son of a well-to-do lumber dealer 
in a small town as that of a mu- 
sician. | He was divided between 
business and politics. 

Even after he left the Comptrol- 
lership he still inclined to politics. 
He made one or two attempts at 
elective office, as a mildly radical 
antimachine candidate, I believe. 
It seems hardly fair to uncover this 
dark spot in the history of one who 
seemed to the delegates at Cleve- 
land to express so perfectly their 
hundred per cent satisfaction with 
the purging of their party, but it 
ali happened long ago and who has 


not been a progressivé? Even Mr. 
Coolidge once—— 
Music would not do. And poli- 


tics is not much more respectable 
than art. No really hundred per 
cent American would go into poll- 
tics without first making his pile. 
So there was banking. With noth- 
ing but friends and some knowledge 
of public utility stocks, Dawes 
started his bank, a tiny pink that 
grew into one of the great banks of 
Chicago. 

In this period of his life there is 
only one story that is worth telling 
and that is the tale of how in 1912 
he helped his friend Mr. William 
Lorimer to start the La Salle Street 
Trust and Savings Bank. Mr. Lori- 
: mer was the Republican boas of II- 

linois. At one time he was a Unit- 
ed States Senator but he was.fired 
from the Senate for obtaining his 
seat in it through ¢orruption. Mr. 
Lorimer, like Most bosses, was evi- 
dently a man of much charm. I 
have heard men speak of him with 
tears in their voices, and they were 
not depositors or stockholders in the 
hank Gen. Dawes helped him to 


start. Mr. Lorimer was the 
kind of man of whom men 
say, “If he is for you he 

is for you.” Gen. Dawes 


is that kind of man too. Moreover, 
Gen. Dawes, even in the busy days 
of building up a great bank, had 
not put politics so far behind him 
that he.did not know the Repub- 
lican boss of hig State. | 

Well, Mr. Lorimer had a bank of 
his own, the La Salle Street Na- 
tional Bank. It was going badly. 
The Comptroller of the Currency 
was highly critical of it. Other 
banks declined to clear its checks 
for it. So Mr. Lorimer decided 
that it would be better to have a 
bank organized under the laws of 
the State of which he was sole mas- 
ter than one organized under the 
laws of the United States the con- 
trol of which was widely scattered. 

Accordingly, in October, 1912, he 
organized the La Salle Street Trust 
and Savings Bank with a capt.al 
and surplus of $1,250,000. Under 
the law, an auditor of the Btate of 
Illinois had to see thig $1,250,000, 
fumble it in his hands, bite some 
of the coins, ring some of them on 
the counter to make sure that ir 
was real. Mr. Lorimer had had 
trouble to keep his National Bank 
open at all, and the mere taking 
out of a Stage charter did not pro- 
duce the actual money. 


Lorimer Dealings. 

This is what Mr. Lorimer 4id, 
according to the Supreme Court of 
Tilinois. It was on Oct. 21, 1912: 
“William Lorimer, president of 
the National Bank, on ~~ this day 
called upon Charles G. Dawes, 
president of the Central Trust Co., 
and told him that he would want 
an amount of money equa! to the 
capital and surplus of the new 
bank to be counted by the agent 
of the auditor in compliance with 
the requirement of the law, and 
that the bank did not have that 
much currency.” 

An agreement was reached bo- 
tween Dawes and Lorimer under 
which the Auditor of the State 
should come around to the Dawes 
bank and try his teeth on the 
money in the vaults there. The 
representative of the State called 
on the Dawes bank with Mr. Lori- 
mer. Mr. Lorimer presented «4 
check for $1,250,000, drawn upon 
an imaginary deposit. The cashier 
of the Dawes bank pushed $1,.2590,- 
000 out through his window.

Good Skin Food and 
Cold Cream Properly

KIN food and cold cream are 
Quite different in the beauty 
requirements that they fill. 

I will explain 
the difference 
between these 
two aids to 
beauty, as it 
has been 
called to my 
attention late- 
ly that very 
many women 
actually do 
not know the 
difference be- 
tween the two. 


| LUCREZIA BOR} Cold cream 
is meant, pri- 
marily, only for cleansing pur- 


poses. In its proper use it should 
be rubbed into the skin so that it 
has a chance to enter the pores 
and cleanse them, then wiped off, 
leaving the pores free and open. 

Skin food is meant, as its name 
implies, to feed the skin and keep 
it supplied with the needed oils and 
fats to keep the skin well nour- 
ished. 

After a woman reaches, say the 
age of 25, I consider skin food a 
more or less necessary toilet acces- 
sory. There may be a few excep- 
tional women who do not need it, 
but in all faces except those of 
the very young, I think skin food 
supplies a real want. It helps to 
soften the skin and feed it and to 
give a well-rounded, youthful con- 
tour instead of the gaunt, drawn 
appearance that some faces acquire 
with advancing years. 

A cold cream that 
for softening and cleansing 
skin is made as follows: 

Cocoa butter, 32 grames; sper- 
maceti, 32 grames: oil of sweet 
almonds, 160 grams; white wax, 16 
grame. 

Here is a cream that is slightly 
more elaborate and expensive than 
the foregoing one. It combines tire 
qualities of cold cream and of skin 
food, 80 you may use it to cleanse 
your skin and also to pat into the 
pores for feeding purposes: 

Lanolin, 2% ounces: spermaceti, 
2% ounces: oil of sweet almonds. 
2 ounces; fresh mutton tallow, 21, 
ounces; cocoanut oil, 2 ounces: 
tincture of benzoin, % dram: Por- 
tugal extract, 2 ounces; oil of 
neroli, 10 drops. 

You may have your druggist mix 
either one of these, or both if you 
prefer to use the latter for a skin 
food only. 

Cleanse your face at night with 
the cold cream, rubbing it thor- 
oughly into your pores and then

this, apply the skin food with the 
tips of your fingers, rubbing it 
about the corners of your eyes and 
nose and wherever fine wrinkles 
may appear.
